Claim 1 is rejected under 35 USC § 102(b) as being clearly anticipated by Morrison et 
al., U.S. Patent 4,847,755. 

Morrison et aL taught (e.g. see figs. l-22d) the invention as claimed (as per claim 1), 
including a data processing ("DP") system comprising: 

3.1. a scalable processing system (fig. 6), comprising; 

3.2. a memory device (610) that includes a plurality of executable program instructions (fig. 
4), wherein each of said executable program instructions (fig. 4, 10, II, In) includes 
a timetag data field (IFT 0 , IFTp IFT n ) indicative of the nominal sequential order of 
said associated executable program instructions (col. 4 lines 7-15 and lines 60-62), and; 

3.3. a plurality of processing elements (fig. 6, 640, PE 0 ... PE k ), which are configured and 

arranged to receive executable program instructions from said memory device (fig. 6, 

630, 630, 650), wherein each of said processing elements executes executable 

instructions having the highest priority as indicated by the state of said timetag data 

field (col. 4 lines 60-62, col. 12 lines 40-60, col. 16 lines 21-53).
